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Interior Trim ana Flooring 

INTERIOR trim and flooring are really a part of the furnishings of the 
home. Always visible to the eye, they form part of the decorative 
plan and should harmonize wkh the general scheme of decoration. 

Southern Pine may be used most successfully for trim, mouldings and 
flooring. The wood is especially susceptible to taking a very smooth 
finish and is highly desirable for painted or enameled work on this 
account. Its striking grain and beautiful texture make it particularly 
suited for stain and varnish, and for stain and wax finish. 

A selected stock is manufactured for interior trim and for flooring, 
and the consumer is therefore assured that the wood will be especially 
suited for the purpose intended. For flooring, Southern Pine has an ex- 
ceptionally handsome, even grain, a compact velvety texture, and a 
pleasing natural color. It can be secured either in the edge-grain (quar- 
ter sawed) or flat grain.

Its use allows the home 
owner and decorator free play in the treatment of the interior 
of the home, as this wood can be finished to harmonize with 
the general decorative plan. 

Southern Pine is especially susceptible to taking a very 
smooth finish and is highly desirable for painted or enam- 
eled work on this account. The beauty of the grain is so 
exceptional that owners and architects have often changed 
the specifications at the last moment to prevent painting 
over the beautiful figured wood, and instead have applied 
a stain and varnish or stain and wax finish. There is abso- 
lutely no color effect in perfect permanent interior finish

The Southern Pine manufactured for use in interior finish 
is lumber of uniformly high quality and gives maximum 
service at moderate cost. Enormous quantities of this wood

The close compact grain makes a smooth floor, easily fin- 
ished and kept clean. This close even grain, and the natural 
hardness of the wood, present a surface that resists wear as 
effectively as any flooring material on the market. 

Southern Pine Flooring, in addition to its other advantages, 
has comparatively few short lengths. This feature, combined 
with its superior workability, makes it exceptionally easy to 
work and lay. 

Southern Pine Flooring is as perfectly manufactured as it is 
possible for modern machinery and expert workmanship to 
make it. It can be obtained in either the edge grain (quarter 
sawed) or flat grain. It is carried in stock by lumber dealers 
nearly everywhere east of the Rocky Mountains, and may be 
had for a somewhat less price than is charged for other high 
grade flooring.

In America, about a third of all the lumber con- 
sumed is Southern Pine, while enormous quantities go 
to Europe and South America, and some even to far- 
away Africa. Despite the great demand and its well- 
known qualities, Southern Pine is a comparatively 
low priced lumber and is easily available nearly every- 
where lumber is sold. 

Though Southern Pine has a multitude of uses in 
every kind of construction and manufacture, it is prac- 
tically the only "all-purpose" wood extensively used 
in general home construction. For sturdy framing it 



has no equal. It meets 
every requirement in 
rough and finished ex- 
terior. It is ideal for in- 
terior trim and widely 
used for beautiful and 
durable flooring.
